One of the men, 
Ryan, became canght in the sail, and 
as the boat shot to the bottom he 
went with it.

Untangled “Probleme at Fort 
Men 

Fort William, Ont., July 15.--Hon. 
Mr. Darcy Scott, with Commissioner 
McLean, —-helda- sitting of the Do- 
minioti Railway Board here today. 
Although several matters were up be- 
fore them all were disposed of m 
a few hours. The city will get prac 
tically everything asked for, inelud- 
ing permission fer: a@ level croséing 
over the C. P. R., G.T.P:, and 0. N, 
R tracks for its #treet railway at 
West Fort William ‘and also the right 
to a level crossing vver the C N. R. 
in the same neighborhood. In the 
first instance, the city is to pay the 
cost of safety: appliances while no 
decision was rendered regarding she 
C. N. R. crossing. The city alse gets 
the right to cross the C. P. R. tracks 
at he east end of the ‘city. The 
route of the G. T. #. along Harctisty 
street wae approved by the board’ but 
they made no decision ‘as to who 
should bear the cost of damages. The 
chairman sai@ it had been the policy 
of the boerd that where property 
was damaged, the owners should re 
ceive @@mapensation and left it to be 
decided between the city aud the G. 
T. P. 

Mr. F. H. Keefer apeared for the 
Hudson's Bay Co., stating that his 
clients objected te the removal of the 
station site without compensation, 
claiming that under the old agree 
ment the Hudson Bay Co. gave haif 
the property in consideration that .e 
station be located there. Mr. Scott 
said that private interests could not 
interferes with the site of a depot and 
the matter to be decided was between 
themselves. The spur track which 
was laid by the C. P. R. on Hardisty 
atreet, and referring to which the 
city council passed a resolution that 
the city had no objection to the rail- 
way board granting the C, P. R. per- 
mission, was considered.

of the temperement and spirit of the 
citizens. Karly in the evening the 
people, thousands of men, women 
and children, crowded the streets. A 
full force of the town’s policemen 
were on duty, anticipating fistic en- 
counters between supporters of the 
P.W.A. and U.M.W The petition 
from the U.M.W. asking the mayor to 
close all places where liquor was sold 
had a good effect and not one arrest 
for drunkenness was mede. Groups 
of strikers stood upon the sireet cor- 
ners discussing the progress of the 
struggle, but no attempt at disiurb- 
ance was made. The only incident 
that caused the gathering of a crowd 
was the arrival of seven colored men 
from Barbadoes. The men had read 
that men were wanted in the Cape 
Breton collieries district and had 
turned their faces in that direction. 
They were induced to register at strike 
headquarters.

St, Lawrence Accident. 


Sorel, Que., July 17.—With water 
pouring in a steady stream into her 
holds, the river steamer Prefontaine 
of the Canadian St. Lawrence Navigs- 
tion company's line last night ran 2 
stern vace with disaster in Lake St. 
Peter. The engine just lasted out 
long enough to drive her on English 
Banks. Less than a hundred yards 
short of the shoal on which she stop- 
ped there was a depth of water which 
would have meant death to her forty 
pasengers and crew. 

The vesel left Montreal yesterday 
afternoon for Quebec and when aboui 
ten miles from Three hKivers, the shaft 
tube gave way and dropped to the 
bottom of the river, leaving a hole 
in the stern’ around the propeller 
shafting. Through this the wates 
rushed. Ineffectual efforts were made 
to eheck the flow, but it soon begaa 
to affect the boilers, and it was « 
case of either letting the boat sink 
or run her ashere and the latter 
course was taken. 

A heavy electric storm passed over 
at the time of the accident which 
caused much excitement among the 
pasengers. All on board were taken 
off by the government steamer, Ver-

Crops Coming Along at Rapid Rate 
and Well Advanced,

Calgarly, July 17.—R. L. Shaw, M. 
P.Y., of Stettler, spent yesterday ta 
the city in connection with the de- 
livery of a shipment of eleven car- 
loads of beef cattle which he made 
this week to P. Burns & Co. 

Mr, Shaw stated that his firm 
would commence shipping export cat- 
tle from the Stettler district in a few 
days. The stock, he says, are in a 
splendid condition, and « large quan- 
tity of prime grass fed beef will be 
shipped this season to the old coun 
try markets from Stettler. 

“The crops are shooting ahead at a 
rapid rate,” said Mr. Shaw, ‘‘and are 
further advanced along the Lacombe 
Stettler branch thna they are further 
north. A large percentage of the crov 
is headed out, and with a continu- 
ance, of the present fine weather the 
harvesting of early grain should com 
mence in about a month. No person 
who hag not seen the crops in the 
Stettler district can form an idea of 
the magnificent growth of this season 
or the splendid prospects up to the 
present for «a more than usually 


»b harvest. 
‘ ws just been sufficient rain- 
fall al] through the summer to keep 


the crops growing rapidly and con- 
tinuously, and «should nothing un- 
forseen happen, that part of Alberta 
will reap the largest harvest in its 
history. 

In regard to the railroad situation, 
MrShaw said that there was nothing 
new to report, but that the citizens 
of Stettler were confident that the 
Calgary branch of the Canadian Nor 
fhern railway would pass through 
Stettler and run east of the Red Deer 
river to connect with the Goose Lake

NEW MUNICIPALITIES 
ACT NEXT SESSION 


Minister of Public Works Informs 
Good Roads Convention of Im- 
portant Change in Law. 


Hon. W. H. Cushing, minister of 
public works, attended the good roads 
convention in Ledue last week, at 
which he made the statement that 
the government intended to pass a 
rural municipalities act during the 
next session, which would provide for 
the formation of rural municipali- 
ties with power to-borrow money and 
to spend it as they see fit upon roads 
and other local improvements. 

Disapproves of Act. 

“The government recognizes,” said 
Mr. Cushing, “that the present local 
improvement act has outlived its use- 
fulness and that it will be of little 
avail to attempt to patch it up. The 
new act will give rural municipalities 


the same powers as are at present 
possessed by towns. Government 
money will in future be confined 


principally to expenditure in new dis- 
trict and settlers in older localities 
will be expected to attend largely to 
their own needs. The government 
expenditures in older districts will in 
future be curtailed. 

“Specifications have been prepared 
by my department,” said Mr. Oush- 
ing, ‘but they have not been lived up 
to. As to the expenditure of govern- 
ment money in future, I can not say 
whether it will be handed over to the 
loreal authorities, as recommended by 
the convention, or whether it will be 
disbursed by the government iteelf.” 

Local Member's Views. 

Mr. Telford, M.P.P. for Leduc, de- 
clared that the building of good 
roads was too lreavy a burden for the 
rural municipalities to undertake. 
He thought that narrow tires were the 
great enemy of good roads and favor- 
ed the appointment of road inspec 
tors who reside in the various dis- 
tricts. He did not favo® the aboli- 
tion of the statute labor system. 

Resolutions Passed. 

The convention passed the— follow- 
ing resolutions after considerable dis- 
cussion: 

1. Resoitved that. this convention i* 
of opinion that good roads accom- 
panied by systematic drainage are the 
greatest neeed of the farmers vf this 
district. These, if secured, would 
better the conditions of those now en- 
gaged in farming and tend to 4 more 
general settlement and cultivation ot 
the rich farm lands of this country. 

2. Resolved that in the opinion of 
this ‘convention the expenditure of 
public money upon roads, bridges and 
drains should be managed upon busi- 
ness principles and entirely removed 
from party politics. 

3. Resolved that this convention is 
of opinion that all such government 
works should be constructed by the 
system of tender and contract, and 
that no government money should be 
cxpended on public works except un- 
der said system, 

4. Resolved that the government be 
requested to publish statements show- 
ing the amounts of public money al- 
lotted to .and expended in each con- 
stituency since the formation of the 
province, 

5. This convention is of opinion that 
the foregoing provisions for the con- 
struction and improvement of roads, 
bridges and drains should be made 
part of the statute law of the pro 
vince, 

6. Resolved that a copy of the reso- 
lutions passed at this convention be 
forwarded to the government of the 


province, 
7. That the government of Alberta at 
next session of parliament give 


power, subject to vote of ratepayers, 
to all local governing bodies to bor- 
row moneye tor the purpose of con- 
structing and maintaining roads, suc! 
money to be expended. at the disere- 
tion and under the sole control of said 
local governing body and that the 
governmest guarantee the muunicipa! 
bonde. 

& The moneys which at present are 
expended by the governinent in road 
construction to be granted to the local 
governing bodies the amount of each 
individual grant being based on the 
current taxation of said local govern- 
ting body. 

Local Association Formed. 

A good roads association was form- 
ed in the constitueney, consisting of 
iwo representatives and the council- 
lor from each township and the good 
roads committee of the Board of Trade. 
The officers of the association are to 
be the president and secretary-trea- 
purer The following are the mem- 
bers of the association: John Hersi- 
chorn, B. Charest, W. Heatley, J.

KILLING PRE-ARRANGED. 
Transpires That Sutton and Another 
Officer Were to Have Feught: Quel. 


New York, July 17—An Annapolis, 
Md., despatch to the American says 
that two persons of prominence who 
live in Annapolis and who prefer not 
to have their names mentioned, yes- 
terday confirmed the existence of cer- 
tain documentary evidencer that Jas. 
N. Sutton, the young marihe officer 
who met his death on Oct, 12, 1907, 
was challenged by one of hig fellow 
officers. 

The statement of Owens, the chauf.- 
feur, makes it probable that this is 
the explanation of the attaek which 
the latter declares Adams made upon 
Button when the party alighted from 
the automobile. Owens haa sl}! along 
said that the affair had every semb- 
lance of baing prearranged, 

Cne of the men who saw the docu- 
mentary proof said that it was in 
the form of a letter found in Lieut. 
Sutton's effects and now in possession 
of Mrs, Parker, hie sister, This let- 
ter showed conclusively that an ar- 
rangement for a duel with arms wx- 
isted between Sutten and her .of- 
fiver, whose name was signed to the 
communication but »wiich he could 
not remember. The letter closed, he 
stated, with these words :— 

“Let’s call the gun play off.” 

This evidence will likely ‘be corrob- 
orated by direct testimony if the state. 
ments made by certain offieers and 
other acquaintances of Sutton can be 
taken. he chauffeur said something 
of the sort took place. A number of 
witnesses whose testimony might shed 
light upon matters connected with 
the case were not secured by either 
the board of investigation or the fed- 
eral grand jury. One of these is a 
former employee of the academy 
whose work took him near the scene 
of action that night, He does not wish 
to be connected with the affair if he 
can void it. He said yesterday that 
he heard part of the quarrel which 
preceded the shooting and also heard 
the actual shooting 

Among the remarks he heard from 
the party was “Let me @et at him; 
I'll kill him.” Who it was who shout- 
ed this he does not know, nor can he 
identify positively any of the party 
He heerd the shots clearly, stating 
that there were three in rapid sucees- 
sion and then two more, This evid- 
ence is of much importance, as an 
examination of the revolver with 
which Sutton was killed would have 
shown how many cartridges had been 
exploded, 

A thorough investigation showed no- 
thing to support the statements that 
any young women of Annapolis are 
out of town on account of dear of be- 
ing summoned to appear before the 
Sutton court of inquiry on Monday.

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THEY WERE GROTHERS. 


Murderer of the Special Constable 
Supposed to be’ Related te the 
Man Shot by the Policeman. 


Vancouver, July 18.— That the des- 
peraco who on June 28 shot and kill- 
ed Special Constable Decker at Ash- 
croft, was a brother of the 
train robber Haney, who had 
been shot by the constable, i 
established by the deteetives, who are 
still pushing along the trail left by 
the bandits. It has been ascertained 
that the two men are weil known 
California outlaws who some years 
ago fled from that state where they 
were wanted for numerous crimes, al- 
though it is not known that they ever 
tried their hand at train robbery 
there, 

The man hunt has been abandoned, 
but detectives all over the country are 
running down the records of the 
Haney brothers, and it is confidently 
expected that in time the escaped 
murderer will be caught, and through 
him the detectives expect to ascertain 
the identity of the third member of 
the gang. It is now believed, that 
more than three, or at the most four, 
men were concerned in the hold-up at 
Ducks on June 21, 

The identity of the dead man and 
his brother, the murderer of Decker, 
was ferreted out by means of papers 
contained in the valise which was 
lying in the boat the men had used 
to descend the ‘Qhompson river to 
Ashcroft. 


GREECE WAKING FROM

Winnipeg Eight Trailed in Two 
Lengths Behind the Wianer But

St. Paul, Minn., July 18.—Winnipeg 
took three events out of the four, 
the senior bantam, senior singles, and 
junior fours, in the latter half of the 
international regatta of the Minneso- 
ta and Western Canadian. Rowing as- 
sociation on the Mississippi ives 
here today.

New York, July 18.—“Greece needs 
a larger navy. It is to haye it. The 
young Greeks, who are many here, 
have been absorbing the grand ideae 
of liberty thet your country teaches. 
They will help, they have helped 
materially already. I hope to send to 
the mother country at least $30,000 
to be used in the accomplishment of 
my mission It will come from the 
Greeks in America alone,’ says Spiros 
Matsouis, poet laureat of Greece, 
who jhas come here to gather from 
his countrymen money to be used by 
his government for the enlargement 
of its navy. Matsouis was greeted 
upon his arrival at the Grand Central 
by the most enthusiastic Greek audi- 
ence ever assembled in this city. 
From his hearers he received §2,500. 
That was twelve days ago. He has 
increased this amount to $10,000 col 
lected in the Greek colonies about 
New York. He has been in | the 
greater number of cities in Burope, 
In Egypt he collected §40,000, in Oy 
prus $20,000, in Crete $10,000 and in 
Macedonia $10,000 “There is no 
immediate probability of war with 
Turkey, but we are to be prepared,” 
he said.

There are seven millions 
of our brethren under Turkish rule 
With a greater navy our chances of 
freeing them will be greater.

TME ALBERTA HOG. 


By Lew Hutchinson, Duhamel, Alta.

' This is not the hoge’ fan't, neither 
is it the fault of the country. 

The heg. raisers, like the hogs, are 
rather a mixed lot. 

Most.of us who come up here from 
the corn etates, where they do raise 
hogs, while admitting that we don’t 
Want the lard hog here, etill refuse 
to take epeed and the ability to dig 
Awo rows of potatoes at once, into 
the consideration in the breeding of 
wine. 

The up-to-date man from Eastern 
Canada, where they appear to want 
a hog which in clote confinement can 
be fed all he will eat without getting 
fat, is trying to produce the extreme 
type of bacon hog. 

‘There are a great many farmers 
from al] parts of the universe who 
raise hogs largély because they con- 
@ider that it ie the proper thing for a 
man on @ farm to do. . 

They have no particular type in 
mind and a very hazy idea ag to feed 
and management, arguing that any 
Kind of a hog brought into connec- 
tion with a limited quantity of grain, 
should prove a money maker, 

They try crossing with one breed 
one year, and # the pigs fail to thrive 
in willow brush and stagnant water 
while waiting for a crop to mature 
and be threshed, try another next 
year. A few yeare of this lack of 
method produces a hog beside which 
an Arkansas razorback looks proud. 

Then there is the “bonanza” hog 
raiser who, having failed to market 
his crop at a satisfactory figure, de- 
cides to go into hogs. He goes in 
with a plunge and buye up all the 
brood aows he ean find. Having poor 
accommodation for ten, he buys fifty; 
hie feed is about in proportion to his 
accommodation, and he expects to 
feed 300 pigs on it. By the time his 
pigs are weaned he is out of feed 
with all summer and a squealing 
mob of pigs ahead of him. He buys 
and borrows enough feed from the 
neighbors to,starve them along on, 
until he finally gives up and throws 
them on the market for what he can 
get, thus lowering the price of decent 
pigs 

Now, dear reader, don't 
conclusion from this rather doleful 
outset that there are no good hoge 
or hog men in Alberta; there are, and 
lots of them, but, as I said before, 
our type of hog right through, if we 
may be eaid to have a type, is rather 
mixed. 

The men who are making the most 
motiey out of hogs and are best eatis- 
fied with the business are those who 
are producing a thick-fleshed, easy 
feeding type of hog and are feeding 
him. In stead of trying to plan how 
little grain he can get along on, they 
are trying to eee how much they can 
get him to consume in the first 6ix to 
eight months of his life 

On the other hand, the gentlemen 
sent out by a paternal government 
to judge our shows and to incidentally 
let a little of the sacred etock lore 
ot Ontario ooze out and trickle gently 
over ue ben‘ghted individuals who 
were either not fortunate enough to 
have been raised within those sacred 
boundaries, or have been away long 
enough to have contracted various 
heresies in regard to the feeding of 
stock, are turning down this class of 
hog wherever met with, 

They seem to think that because 
in the east their market demands a 
hard feeding, unprofitable type of hog. 
we ghould be compelled to produce 
the same. They don’t seem to be 
able to distinguish the difference be- 
tween thick fleshing and fat, If a 
hog shows any of those characteris- 
tics which they describe in their lec 
¢urea as being essential to any easy 
feeding, profitable type of meat pro- 
dicing animal, euch as shortness of 
head and legs, thickness of flesh and 
reasonable width, they promptly turn 
him down as too fat and lardy. 

As an instance of this at one of 
our fat stock shows, there were en- 
tered among others in the carcass 
competition, eight pigs about 51x 
months old weighing from 170 to 190 
Ibs. Hive weight. They hud been fed 
from their youth up but with lots of 
exercise and were nice, tidy, thick- 
fleshed youngsters, greatly admired 
by the picking house butchers who 
described them ae just the type of 
ho they liked, ’ 

There wae some delay in getting 
the animals to the slaughterhouse so 
that they were not cool enough to 
cut up when the judging began, and 
they were judged without even being 
split. 

When the judge came to the above 
pigs he, without hesitation, pronounc- 
ed them too fat and gave the thinnest 
one third place. 

Now the exhibitor of those pigs. 
just to satisfy himself as to the kind 
of eareass they would make, killed 
one of the eame lot that had had 
exactly the same chance as the eight 
litter brother to four of

where along the back and it was a 
beautifully fleshed carcass with no 
surplus fat. 

Thus on the one hand we have the 
practical man who is making money 
out of his. hog in spite of a rather 
unsatisfactory market at times, pro- 
ducing one type of hog, while the 
scientific man whose business it ie to 
instruct us in such matters, tells us 
we must raise apother, 

le it any wonder that our hogs are 
a little mixed or that a novice in the 
business should be a@ little uncertain 
how to start? 

As an instance of the difference of 
jndgment between the judge and the 
practical farmer, might be cited the 
ease of two sows exhibited at the last 
Dominion fair. The one was an On- 
tario sow 2 years old, long of snout 
and leg, and quite narrow; while the 
other was a 4 year old Alberta bred 
sow, shomt legged, short nosed, long 
bedied, low down and thick fleshed, 
a typical sow of her breed. They came 
together for breed championship and 
the former sow won. After the 
awards were made they were offered 
for sale and the champion sow

many years. Now, if Briti#h Colum- 
bia wants the extreme bacon type of 
hog, why does she buy most of her 
pork in Chicago? 

That we have ae fine a country for 
raising hogs as there is anywhere is 
never doubted for a moment by those 
who have given it a fair trial. We 
can raise almost anything we want 
for pasture, and any quantity of grain 
and roots. Although our winters are 
rather long and sometimes a_ little 
severe, there are comparatively few 
days in most of them when a hog can- 
not feed outside quite comfortably. 
We are so far free from disease and 
almost 60 from vermin, © Of course, 
our friends from the corm-belt are 
rather prone to “sigh for the flesh 
pots of Egypt,” so to epeak, and wish 
that their granaries were full of the 
“golden ears,” insteads of oats and 
barley, but if they will give it a fair 
trial, they will find that they can 
have their pigs weighing just as much 
at six or seven months old as they 
did on corn. No one will deny, I 
think, that corn will put the fat on 
4 mature animal quicker than almost 
any other grain, but fattening up ma- 
ture hogs is one branch of the buei- 
ness that should be eliminated as 
soon ae possible, Keep the young- 
sters alwaye fat, and when they are 
six to eight months old they will go 
to market and make money. 

In regard to the profit on hogs in 
Alberta, perhaps a leaf from my own 
book might not come amiss. I once 
kept strict account of every pound 
of grain I fed my hogs fer fifteen 
months. I kept no account of  in- 
terest on investment or labor, but 
starting with four sows and a boar I 
kept a record of all grain“Med until 
the second litter was marketed. Over 
against htis, I placed the amounts re- 
ceived from all sales and the oats 
and barley I fed made 65 cents per 
bushel.  [ still had my original five 
head and their keep for the period 
free The highest price I got for 
pork was 5% cents. I have never 
kept very strict account eince, but as 
long as my pigs are thrifty and fit 
for market under eight months, I 
don’t worry much about the price of 
grain, 

Now, fellow Swine breeders of Al- 
berta, let ue get closer together on 
the type of our hogs and turn off an 
evener, smoother, better finished ani- 
mal. Shove the little fellows along 
and you will not have to winter 
them; give them plenty of exercise 
and feed.

CONVICTS ARE STILL 
AT LARGE IN COUNTRY 


No word Received nor Trace Found 
of Them Since Friday night— 
Thought to be Located Near M'i-

Since Friday evening when the

the Edmonton penitentiary with 
Tracker Williams, were reported to 
be close on the trail of the escaped 
convicts, Atkinson and Johnson, the 
two men have mysteriously disap- 
peared and the pursuers are at a loss 
to find further trace of the men. On 
Saturday morning it was thought to 
be only a matter of afew hours be- 
fore they were captured, but the ex- 
pectations have not yet been rtalized. 

The two convicts are thought to be 
between the White Mud Creek where 
they were hiding on Friday, and Le 
duc,. but it is thought by some they 
may have got down as far as Millet 
as suspicious characters were report 
ed there. 

There are now seven mounted 
policemen engaged in the search and 
one guard of the penitentiary ac 
companied by the tracker, No re- 
ports were sent to the city yesterday 
or today, and it is thought that the 
pursuers were to some extent, non 
plussed, 

Moose Jaw, Sask., July 17.—The 
man Atkinson, a companion of John- 
son, with whom he escaped from the 
Edmonton penitentiary yards, is weil 
known in Moose Jaw, he having been 
before the courts many times during 
the first few months of the year. The 
police here also had some experience 
with Atkinson as escape artist. He 
attempted to break jail, Dec. 31, last, 
but though he -broke the handcuff:, 
his attempt at freedom was frustrat- 
ed.
